This cere- 
mony, ecknowledging the mighty work 
#the Italian priest, was the occasion 
gd @lendid ceremonies at the Vatican. 


Don Bosco’s work was not at first 
yecepted nor encouraged by the public 
wthorities. He devoted his time to 
the worst boys of Peidmont, Italy. 


These lads, looked upon as thugs by 
the Authorities, were friendless and 
hopeless. It cost Don Bosco ten years 
@ strenuous work against great odds 
to bring the public to see the value of 
treating them with kindness. Born in 
1815, he organized his first Boys’ Club 
i 1842, by 1868 he had gathered fifty 
priests and teachers into the Salesian 
Order and the first Salesian house 
contained more than a thousand boys.

The blessing of God on this work 
was manifested in the splendid prog- 
mss made in the succeeding twenty 
years of Don Bosco’s life. When he 
died in 1888 there were two hundred 
and fifty houses of the Order through- 
wut the svorld housing over one hun- 
dred thirty thousand children and six 
thousand priests.

According to a news dispatch, 
palate roofs and slum balconies 
roughout the city were crowded 
With watchers, all eyes turned to the 
dumination.

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THE ASSUMPTION 


From time to time some one suggests that the tradi- 
tional teaching of the Catholic Church concerning Mary’s 
Assumption into Heaven be formally declared an article of 
Faith. 

Of course, it is not necessary that this declaration be 
made to allay any doubt in the minds of Catholics about the 
fact of the assumption of Mary’s body into Heaven shortly 
after her death. It would rather be made for the further 
florification of the Blessed Virgin. 

It was not necessary to define the dogma of the Im- 
matulate Conception, which no Catholic had disputed, and 
which, as Pius IX said in his encyclical letter relating to 
the doctrine, was piously accepted by theologians and Cath- 
olics generally from the beginning. 

We are told in Holy Seripture that death is the penalty 
of Adam’s guilt, But the teaching of the Church is, as the 
poet Wadsworth beautifully expressed it, that Mary is “our 
fallen nature’s solitary boast.” The merits of Christ, her 
Son, were applied to her soul by the Almighty at the very 
moment of its creation, s0 that she never bore the taint of 
original sin, and therefore should not be affected by its con- 
sequences. Hence she should naturally have been exempted 
from the penalty of death. She chose to die because her 
Divine Son chose to die. But it would seem utterly incon- 
gruous that her body should corrupt in the grave, and be- 
come the food of worms. It was rather very congruous that 
the body, from which Jesus took the very flesh and blood 
which He offered as a sacrifice for the sins of the world, 
should have an anticipated resurrection and glorification, 
and should have been speedily reunited to her soul after 
death and taken ‘into the joy of her Lord.” The Immacu- 
late Conception and the Assumption are very closely inter- 
related ; so are Christ’s Ascension and Mary’s Assumption. 
We call Christ’s entry into Heaven His Ascension, because 
He rose to Heaven of His Own power. We call Mary’s entry 
into Heaven her Assumption, because her body was taken up 
by the power of God, or, as is piously believed, by angels. 

Near Jérusalem, the place of Mary's death is pointed out, 
and it is marked by a beautiful church conducted by Ger- 
man Benedictines. The place of Mary’s burial is also pointed 
out fully a mile distant, not far from Gethsemane. Accord- 
ing to tradition which can be traced to the first century, the 
Apostles were transported to the place of Mary’s burial in 
order that they might have a last glimpse of the face of the 
Mother of their Master, but her body was gone; the linens 
in which it was wrapped were there; sweet fragrance filled 
the place of the tomb; angelic voices were heard. Of course, 
the Apostles knew what had happened, namely, that her 
resurrection, like that of her Son, was not delayed long and 
that, as was fitting, one woman, being the holiest of all, had 
been taken into Heaven and crowned as Heaven’s Queen for 
the greater glory of God, for her own deserved reward, and 
for the benefit of the faithful on earth, who would be im- 
pelled to have great confidence in her unlimited intercession. 

On this day all lovers of Mary will not only attend Mass, 
but rejoice with their Heavenly Mother, and pray to her 
that they and all whom they love may be favored with a 
most happy death, and that their souls at least will not be 
kept long out of Heaven following their death. Of course, 
they will also renew their loyalty and devotion to Mary and 
prove the same by a resolution which will commend them to 
her the more. 
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We are convinced that too much cannot be said upon the 
subject of Catholic for Catholi pupils. When 
parents send their children to school, they suspend, tem- 
porarily, the parental! obligation imposed upon them by God. 
and hand over to the teacher the precious souls that God has 
placed in their keeping. If the Catholic home has a religi- 
ous atmosphere, then the school, which temporarily takes 
the place of the home, should continue impressing, on the 
minds of the children, spiritual truths.

“In your issue of July 13th an 
article from ‘The Living Church News 
Bureau, Mexico City, is headed ‘Priests 
Return to Mexican Churches But Not 
Covered With Glory.” Please allow 
me to add that many did not return to 
their churches at all, and that they lie 
covered with earth; also that their 
martyred bodies are covered with 
their life’s blood, poured out at the 
end of the most cruel torture. 


“My friends of a Christian journal, 
what possesses the sectarian press of 
this country in its treatment of the 
persecution of the Church in Mexico? 
During the past three years I have 
examined regular issues of Methodist, 
Baptist, Lutheran, and Presbyterian 
papers and have been shocked at the 
crtel jibes at the priests, nuns and lay 
people, torn from their churches and 
their homes, and summarily executed 
or exiled from their native 
shocked, too, at the kindly comments 
on Calles and those near him, who 
have tried to out-Nero Nero in bar- 
barous cruelty during these three 
years. 


“Now that there is a lull in the per-| 


sécution, I find that none of the jour- 
nals refer to Mexico at all. They are 
silent, as they should be silent, abash- 
ed and ashamed. But The 
Church returns to the attack on the 
Catholic Church in this article, in 


which it is intimated that news of the 


restoration. of the clergy to the 
churches was greeted with hisses and 
silence in a Mexican theatre attended 
by the writer. This statement con- 
forms illy with the Associated Press 
news dispatches and other telegraph- 
ed information to the secular press, 
telling of the multitudes greeting 
their returned bishops and priests with 
the greatest manifestations of joy, 
and many thousands flocking to divine 
services. I hope you will find room 
for publication of this comment on 
your Mexican dispatch, in your issue 
of July 20th.”
